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PREFACE 

This  Historical  Atlas  of  Illinois  is  really  the  first  of  its  kind 
for  the  state.  But  of  course  there  have  been  other  collections  of  maps 
and  statistical  data  pertaining  to  Illinois  in  more  limited  or  more  gen- 
eral fields,  the  most  of  which  have  been  out  of  existence  or  out  of 
reach  of  the  public  for  many  years •  Schools  and  colleges,  libraries  and 
business  and  professional  groups  have  long  needed  such  a  study  conven- 
iently at  hand  to  supply  answers  to  questions  and  give  wider  acquaintance 
with  the  state  in  its  many  activities.  The  author  has  worked  on  educa- 
tional maps  and  charts  for  a  third  of  a  century  in  the  general  fields  of 
American,  Canadian,  Ohio,  Indiana,  etc,  history.  It  seemed  that  a  ser- 
vice to  the  state  could  be  rendered  by  doing  this  collection.  Tremendous 
cost  of  regular  publication  and  the  rather  limited  sales  area  has  im- 
pelled production  in  this  form.  Libraries  and  librarians  at  Springfield, 
Danville,  Peoria  and  Urbana  have  been  helpful  and  inspiring.  Potential 
reviewers  should  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  preparation  of  such  a  work 
has  presented  special  problems. 

There  are  of  course  collections  giving  place  and  landforms  data  on 
Illinois,  but  none  starting  with  that  data  and  bringing  developments 
through  to  the  present  time:  Early  peoples,  exploration  and  fur  trade, 
French-British  conflict  for  possession,  the  wars  in  which  Illinois  has 
had  a  part,  Indian  lands  and  land  cessions,  gradual  settlement  by  peoples 
from  the  East  and  South  and  from  western  Europe,  natural  resources  and 
their  exploitation,  the  winning  of  statehood  and  creation  of  county  gov- 
ernments, public  land  offices,  agriculture,  industry,  transportation  from 
Indian  canoe  to  planes  and  electric  lines,  education  and  culture,  the 
perennial  elections,  appearance  and  development  of  churches  and  increase 
in  church  membership,  price  index,  taxes  and  expenditures  by  the  federal 
government  at  least,  state  and  some  national  government  activities  in  the 
social  field,  position  of  the  state  in  the  nation  and  the  realization 
that  there  is  a  world  in  which  Illinois  has  a  part.  Only  an  historical 
atlas  presents  such  a  comprehensive  and  rapidly  moving  picture  of  such 
development  from  decade  to  decade;  it  is  the  gist  of  development  held  to 
the  ground  by  maps  and  without  the  endless  words  of  history.  For  the 
home  it  gives  opportunity  to  learn  about  the  state;  elsewhere  it  is  a 
guide  companion  and  reference  work.  For  education  and  libraries  it  is  a 
must  to  enable  even  Illini  to  know  their  state.  It  is  an  aid  to  tourist 
trips  and  travel;  for  the  teacher  and  state  Worker  is  essential.  Some 
forty-five  years  ago  for  history  in  general,  wall  maps  and  charts  made 
their  appearance  and  were  of  service,  but  now  multiple  desk  and  book  type 
maps  supercede  them  in  educational  value. 

The  author  lived  in  Illinois  for  several  years  before  migrating  to 
the  History  Department  at  Ohio  University  where  he  now  teaches  but  he  has 
kept  his  ties  with  the  state.  During  those  years  he  was  a  student  in  the 
History  Department  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  in  the  History  Seminar 
at  the  Lincoln  building  when  the  Centennial  History  of  Illinois  was  pub- 
lished and  work  was  in  progress  on  the  Governor  Edward"  Coles  Fapers  and 
Trade  and  Politics,  as  it  was  on  Alvordt s  Mississippi  Valley  in  British 
Politics;  that  was  the  golden  period  in  the  publication  if  Illinois  histo- 
ry.  It  was  Professor  Clarence  W,  Alvord  who  presented  him  with  a  copy  of 
The  New  Regime  in  Illinois  and  which  is  still  in  his  library.  The  refer- 
ence to  him  and  to  Professor  Theodore  C,  Pease  on  the  title  page  is  one 
of  appreciation,  but  of  course  they  have  no  responsibility  for  this  book,
